It has taken more than four y ears ; 
of hard work to weig h the world. The 
apparatus used to put Mother Earth 
on the scales and g et her av oirdupois 
Is described in detail by Doctor HejJ . 
It Is really a miniature sy stem of 
planets, which is installed in a con­ 
crete room 35 feet below the street in 
the bureau of standards building in 
Washing ton. 
Two little balls of plati­ 
num are suspended in a v acuum and 
allowed to swing in response to the 
g rav itational attraction of two 140- 
pound 
cy linders. 
The 
distance 
of 
swing of the platinum balls, measured 
to an infinitesimal fraction g iv es a 
“g rav itational constant" which enables 
the scientist to make comparison; in­ 
dicating the weig ht of the earth. 
Re­ 
pented thousands of times until ev ery 
possible error has been eliminated, the 
ev entual result will be the most ac- 
eurate scientific determination of the 
earth’s weig ht which has ev er been 
made. 


Intere t i n g Facts Gleaned. 
S<» me of the by -product information 
of this remarkable scientific under­ 
taking is indicated by Doctor Hey l in 
his interv iew. 
“ Our fig ures show,” he 
said, ‘‘that the whole earth is about 
fiv e and a half times as dense as wa ­ 
ter. 
That is to say , it would require 
fiv e and a half g lobes of water, equal 
in size 
t o *ur earth, to balance the 
weig ht of the earth. 
‘‘This Is hig hly sig nificant, because 
tlie density of the rock, soil and other 
material that we know In the crust of 
the earth, av erag es only about two 
and three-quarters the density of wa ­ 
fer. 
This indicates that the inner ma­ 
terial at the core of the earth must 
be v ery much heav ier. 
It probably 
reaches a density of sev en or eig ht 
times that of water. 
“ The earth is solid from surface to 
center, and of about tlie same rig idity 
as steel. 
It used to be believ ed that 
the earth’s core was a mass of hot 
liquid. 
But if it were, the g rav ita­ 
tional pull of the sun and moon would 
cause such tides within the interior 
as would burst the crust. 
‘‘Recent 
measurements show that 
the attraction of sun and moon cause 
a slig ht rising of the crust, a tidal 
pulsation of the solid earth. 
A liquid 
interior would rise to the pull of this 
g rav itational force like n g ig antic hy ­ 
draulic ram, and the earth’s crust, 
ev en if hundreds of miles thick, would 
burst like the membrane of a toy 
balloon. 
‘‘The earth is made up of a series 
of 
solid 
lay ers. 
After 
y ou 
g et 
throug h the crust, which A predomi­ 
nately rock, \*m pass into mix ed rock 
and metal, and finally to the central 
core, which is iron with a slig ht alloy 
of nickel. 
This inner core ex tefids 
more than half-way to the surface, 
reaching from the center 2.000 miles 
or more in al! directions. 
The core 
has a fairly uniform temperature near 
the melting point of iron, or about 
3,000 deg rees. 
It is hot enoug h to melt 
most metals, but it is not a core of 
liquid fire, 
o f course the iron and 
nickel are subjected to unknown con­ 
ditions down there. 
The pressure at 
the 
center of 
the earth 
is 22,000 
pounds to the square inch. 
Whether 
the metals retain their familiar struc­ 
ture under this squeezing , or whether 
they assume different forms, we can 
only conjecture.

‘‘Iron constitutes 40 per cent of the 
earth. 
The nex t most abundant ele­ 
ment is ox y g en with 28 per cent, then 
conies silicon with 15 per cent. 
Car­ 
bon, the element tbut enters Into ev ­

only 
4-100 of 1 per cent of the material 
of the earth. 
If the earth lost this 
minute fraction of carbon, life would 
perish from the planet. 
“ The whole atmosphere of the earth 
weig hs 5 million, million tons. 
This 
looks like n big fig ure, but the earth ; 
weig hs more than 1,000 million times 
as much. 
The whole population of 
the earth does not weig h one 400-bil- j 
ltonth part of the earth. 
Ev ery man, j 
woman and child aud all the animals 
mig ht mov e to Mars in a body and 
their departure would not lig hten our 
sca les perceptibly or affect one fig ure 
of our result in weig hing the earth. 
Yet we are attaining the most ex act ; 
result ev er obtained, and we ex pect to 
achiev e accuracy to one 10,000th part.”
